BRITAIN’S TRADE AND 
EXCHANGE SITUATION 

London, Feb. 17.—(Canadian Press) 
—The trade returns for January fur¬ 
nish a commentary on exchange con¬ 
ditions. The figures plainly show 
that Great Britain is buying mainly 
from countries which have suffered 
relatively little from the war. and is 
selling most to countries least able to 
meet their obligations immediately. 
Imports from the United States were 
£543,000,000 and exports £33,000,- 
000; Australian imports, £111,000,000, 
and exports £26.000,000; New Zea¬ 
land Imports £62,000,000 and exports 
£9,000,000; Canada imports, £150,- 
000,000 and exports, £16,000,000. 

On the other hand. Imported from 
France were £48,000,000 and exports, 
£147.000,0004 Italy, imports £14,000.- 
000 ,and exports £27,000,000; Bel¬ 
gium, Imports £5.000,000 and exports 
£48,000,000; Germany, imports 
£933,000 and exports £14.000.300; 
Roumania, imports £10.000 and ex¬ 
ports £6,000,000.

Indeed, the hostility of the majority in the 
Senate to the Wilson foreign policy and diplo¬ 
matic methods is so intense that it may be taken 
' lor granted that any solution which might be 
reached by the Allies at the President’s instiga¬ 
tion would be -riddled with amendments and 
reservations as soon as it came back to Washing¬ 
ton. 

These circumstances obviously deprive Dr. 
I Wilson of the intimate association with the de¬ 
liberations and decisions of the Supreme Council 
he once had, and if he possessed a more prac¬ 
tical mind and a less arbitrary nature he would 
promptly realize this fact and leave the settle¬ 
ment of the Adriatic question to the statesmen of 
Europe without any attempt to intervene in it. 

It is to be hoped for the sake of the speedy 
and satisfactory settlement of this difficult ques¬ 
tion, the Supreme Council of the Allies will po¬ 
litely bnt firmly decline to accept any extraneons 
advice, even though it comes from President Wil¬ 
son, the tendency of which might be to complicate 
the issue between Italy and Jugo-Slavia, and the 
nature of which almost certainly would not re¬ 
flect the views or receive the approval of 
Congress.

The great desire has been •steadily growing In Scot¬ 
land that she should have a larger measure of control 
over her own affaire. Many great problems, such as the 
land questl6n, the development of the highlands and 
Islands, housing and social reform, have been repeatedly 
delayed by the present system of government whereby 
these fail to be considered by the House of Commons, 
in which Scotland has only a small number of members. 
The necessity for devolution.on common-sense lines, 
consistent wHh the unity of the fempire, is illustrated 
by the fact that the great majority of the Scottish mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, and the town councils of Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, Dundee and many other municipalities, have 
approved of the restoration of the Parliament of Scot* 
land to deal with purely national business under w#iich 
Scotland would retain all her rights in imperial affairs. 
This movement must not be confused with the activities 
of those who advocate self-determination in the sense 
of separation. There Is no demand In Scotland for sep¬

“Through this medium," continued 
Mr. Hall, "purchases in the United 
States are curtailed, soldiers are re¬ 
established in this country and ex¬ 
port opportunities are provided." 

Provincial Rights. 

He then turned to the considera¬ 
tion of provincial rights, referring 
particularly to the recent injunction 
from Ottawa disallowing the Set¬ 
tlers' Rights Act. "In the past," he 
said, "we heard a great deal about 
provincial rights, but never have 
they been so seriously invaded as 
during the present administration, 
and to-day this Province is paying 
more by way of income tax-than It 
Is receiving. Not 07111’ this, but the 
Settlers' Rights Act, which twice re¬ 
ceived the approval of the Laurier 
administration, was disallowed. 1 
hope it will come up again so that 
we may voice a strenuous objection." 

Mr. Hall criticised the federal ad¬ 
ministration in the matter of soldier 
re-establishment, claiming it hafi 
been necessary for Premier Oliver 
to show the way In this regard by 
calling for a conference of provin¬ 
cial premiers. He then urged the 
House to a careful consideration of 
the question of International ex¬ 
change, considering the disturbance 
of the national money market as a 
serious affair. 

Work of Necessity. 

The Victoria member did not take 
op time with detailed comments upon 
the various measures proposed by 
the Government, but he did express 
himself as being In sympathy w’ith 
a large expenditure for roads, the 
subsidizing of farmers by providing 
cheap blasting powder, the extension 
of the soldier land policy, and the 
extension of the colonization policy. 
He also favored the suggestions 
covered by the term "human legis¬ 
lation," such as mothers' pensions, 
and recommended aid for the most 
needy branches of the agricultural 
department. 

"I am in favor of the greatest 
leniency possible,” said Mr. Hall In 
conclusion, "but I strongly recom¬ 
mend that while we must spend let 
us do so on those things which are 
of imperative necessity and upon 
those things which will enable us 
most readily to meet the conditions 
with which we are faced. The bright

Council last night. Finally the al¬ 
dermen decided that they had better | 
confine themselves to the Johnson 
Street Bridge, the condition of the 
city's finances and kindred subjects, 
Instead of delving Into world affairs. 
Almost unanimously, therefore, they 
rejected Alderman Todd s motion 
urging preferential tariff to Great 
Britain—a proposal which led the 
Council Into intefmffional politics, 
and which fell a victim to a satirical 
speech by Alderman Joseph Patrick. 

Resolution Meets 8nag. 

As soon as Alderman Todd’s reso¬ 
lution was introduced Alderman 
Sangster attempted to block its fur¬ 
ther progress by demanding that 
the Mayor rule it out of order. 
"This resolution," he declared, 
"would Introduce politics into the 
Council, and I would very much de¬ 
precate that. It’s too big a ques¬ 
tion." «, 

"I cannot see that It is out of or¬ 
der," replied the Mayor. 

"If we start this It wlH take the 
rest of the yearr to discuss the ques¬ 
tion,” persisted Alderman Bangster. 
t "I think Alderman Bangster has 
raised a good point," agreed Aider- 
man 8argent,. “If you are not pre¬ 
pared, Mr. Mayor, to say definitely 
whether it Is 6u% of order, perhaps 
the City Solicitor could give us a 
ruling. We can do a whole lot of 
things. 1 admit, but I doubt If we 
can govern the tariff." 

The Mayor, however, refused to 
ban the discussion as out of order. 

No Politics. 

"I am very much surprised at 
this," objected Alderman Todd, ris¬ 
ing to defend his resolution. "I 
thought that these gentlemen were 
citizens of Canada. I am not trying 
to introduce politics into this Coun¬ 
cil. 1 am not a politician—though 
some of these gentlemen are. This 
resolution has no political signifi¬ 
cance. The rate of exch'nge is very 
serious against Great Britain, There 
is no politics in it. If there were I 
would amend the resolution.” 

•Strongly re^eqgng Alderman Todd s; 
attitude. Aldecmv* Bangster exclaim-| 
ed. ”1 am Just n* good a citizen of 
Canada as Alderman Todd or anyone. 

I have nothing against the preamble 
of this resolution which points to the 
serious condition of trade and so 
forth.

THREE-YEAR PLAN 


Council Wants Legislature to 
Allow Action Without 
Referendum 


The City Council decided last night 
to ask the Provincial Legislature In 
Its Private Bill for power to spend 
120,000 on the establishment of a 
municipal golf links, this expenditure 
to be spread over three successive 
years. If the Legislature grants 
these powers then it will be for the 
City Council to decide whether It will 
exercise them or not. and whether it 
will take a referendum on the ques¬ 
tion. It is probable that if the con¬ 
sent of the Legislature Is secured the 
Council will proceed Immediately 
with the first of the three annual ex¬ 
penditures. as it is considered that 
the fifty-six per cent, majority ac¬ 
corded the Municipal Golf Links By- 
Law—which authorized the expendi¬ 
ture of $ 20,000 in one year—consti¬ 
tutes a sufficient mandate from the 
people to Justify immediate action, 
without further appeal to the electors. 

Proposed Clause. £ 

The matter came up for discus* 
sion when the Legislative Commit¬ 
tee brought in a recommendation 
that the following clause, covering 
the golf links scheme, be embodied 
in the city's Private Bill: 

"For enabling the Council to enter 
into agreements with another muni¬ 
cipality, or other municipalities, and 
with a duly incorporated Municipal 
Golf Links Association, by the terms 
of which agreements the Corporation 
may pay from its currAit revenue 
the sum of $ 6 , 666,66 in each of the 
years 1920. 1921 and 1922, for the 
construction, development and equip¬ 
ment of a municipal golf course 
within or without the limits of the 
municipality, and shall safeguard 
the interests of the corporation in 
such construction, development and 
equipment and in the operation and 
management of such golf cousse." 

Objects to Procedure. 

Alderman Johns opposed this line 
of action and moved that a referen¬ 
dum of the question be taken with¬ 
out the usual petition being cir¬ 
culated beforehand. 

"We should put this matter 
through with the least expense pos¬ 
sible,” objected Alderman Andros. 
"Why put the people to the expense 
of a referendum which would cost 
some $800? We have put a by-law 
to the people on the question and 
the vote for it would constitute a 
fajr majority had it been a referen¬ 
dum. A referendum now qadoubt- 
edly would carry, but* it would be 
useless. An expenditure of $800, in 
fact, would be made for nothing.” 

Too Many Knockers. 

"It would cost less than one-half 
of a mill for the whole three years' 
expenditure," Alderman Patrick 
pointed out. "We have a sufficient 
mandate now to spend this money. 
The people would not feel this ex¬ 
pense and it would be one of the 
best investments the city could 
make in view of the attraction and 
advertisement the links would be. 
We have some people in this town 
who, if you gave them a gold dollar 
for ninety cents would kick. The 
trouble with the city is that we have 
too many knockers. There - are so 
many pessimists here that it is dis¬ 
couraging to the Rotarians and other 
people who do things to be accused 
of having personal and selfish mo¬ 
tives in promoting this scheme. 
Why, people will be able to go out 
on that links and for fifty cents play 
golf till they are blue in the face!" 

Alderman Johns’s resolution was 
then Rejected and the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Legislative Committee 
adopted.

The Johnson Street Bridge pi*uject 
took a substantial step forward when 
the City Council decided last night 
to adopt the recommendations of 
City Engineer F.-M. Preston, and to 
sign a contract for the purchase of 
plans for the proposed viaduct from 
the Strauss Bridge Company, of Chi¬ 
cago. 

When the matter came up for dls- 
ousslon Alderman Sargent, Chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee, re¬ 
newed his vigorous objections to this 
line of action, warning the Council 
against tieing ItseU up to an/Amer¬ 
ican corporation. Before he had 
proceeded far, however, he got into 
a sharp verbal tilt with Alderman 
Sangster who. he declared had been 
prompted in a remark by Mr. Pres- 
tdn who sits beside him. 

"You take that back!" exclaimed 
Alderman Sangster. heatedly. 0 

Alderman Sargent did not heed the 
interruption, but proceeded. N 

"You take that back!" cried Aider- 
man Sangster. 

"Well, did Mr. Preston tell you 
or did he not?” queried Alderman 
Sargent. 

"You take that back, or I must 
ask the Mayor not to allow the dis¬ 
cussion to proceed!” 

"Now did he or did he not?" 

"You take that back!’* 

"Well, if he didn't I will take It 
back,” Alderman Sargent finally re¬ 
plied. and Alderman Sangster, ap¬ 
parently satisfied, resumed his seat. 

"We have been rushing this mat¬ 
ter along.” complained Alderman 
Sargent, “and now we are going to 
tie ourselves up to buying the plans 
for a three-quarter-of-a-million dol¬ 
lar bridge from a Chicago Arm. Be¬ 
fore we actually start doing anything 
we are thus tied up. Let us think 
what we are doing! To-night you 
are going to tie yourself up to pay at 
least $15,000 for plans to an Amer¬ 
ican company. Now, before we do 
this are we actually sure that wqa, 
shall get the right from the Federal 
authorities to build this bridge? Con¬ 
sider the litigation that we may en¬ 
counter in expropriating the land on 
the bridge site! We don’t know how 
long it will take. If, indeed, we get 
the land at all. We are doing what 
a-school boy wouldn’t do!” 

"The only point that the Alderman 
has raised.” answered Alderman 
Sangster who has championed Mr. 
Preston's recommendations all along, 
"is the expropriation of the land 
which, he knows as well as anyone 
else, can be done at any time!” 

When the vote was taken all the 
aldermen except Alderman Sargent 
favored the signing of the contract 
with the Strauss Bridge Company. 


REFUSES TO REPEAL 




Council Decides to Maintain 
Ordinance Governing Hard¬ 
ware Stores 


The City Council last night refused, 
on the recommendation of Alderman 
Patrick, Chairman of the Legislative 
Committee, to repeal the Saturday 
early closing bylaw governing hard¬ 
ware stores. 

‘Out of sixteen dealers who had 
petitioned for the removal of the by¬ 
law," Alderman Patrick stated, "only 
four appeared before us to oppose It 
They didn’t make a very strong case 
and I really don’t think they expected 
to repeal the bylaw.

COUNCIL DECIDES TO 
ENFORCE “TUI” BAN 


But Aldermen Oppose Closing 
of Schools, Saying They 
Are Safe 


At the recommendation of Dr. 
Price, City Health Officer, the City 
Council last night decided to ask the 
Provincial Secretary for permission 
to put an Influenza ban on schools, 
theatres and dances. * 

In a letter to the Council Dr. Price 
stated that conditions were very seri¬ 
ous, and he considered that a ban 
was absolutely necessary. 

Alderman Johns, chairman of the 
Health Committee, supported the 
Health office, but the proposed ban on 
schools met vigorous opposition. 

"The public schools are well venti¬ 
lated. "Alderman Patrick pointed ont. 
"They are not crowded. We shall 
Inflict a great hardship on the stu¬ 
dents attending the High and Normal 
Schools particularly, and I question 
very much If a boy or girl is not 
safer In one of those well ventilated 
schools than in a poorly ventilated 
home. I feel it would be very dras¬ 
tic to overrule the Trustees. Except 
for the schools I agree wftth Dr. Price 
entirely." 

"I agree with all Dr. Price’s re¬ 
commendations but those regarding 
schools," said Alderman Sargent. 
"Doubtless the School Board has 
taken an Intelligent view of the 
whole situation. The plana of the 
students, particularly those in the 
High School, would be very much 
upset by the ban. Last year their 
studies were badly disrupted, and to 
follow this up with'another inter¬ 
ruption this year would have very 
serious results, and might upset life 
plans. I think that the High School 
should be kept open and. If neces¬ 
sary. insist upon It being medically 
inspected every day.” 

Aldermen Cameron, Dlnadale, 
Johns and Futlerton could not agree

Dr. Boak de¬ 
clared that all dances, public meet¬ 
ings, social affairs, schools and 
theatres should be banned apd closed. 
Thorough fumigation ana ventila¬ 
tion of the Esquimau street cars was 
also asked for, especially those cars 
carrying early morning crowds of 
artisans. 

Closing of the schools Is being 
taken up with the Esquimau School 
Board. 

As soon as the Council endorsed 
the recommendation of the medical 
health officer, Reeve Lockley noti¬ 
fied the sanitary officer to take the 
necessary action and also to post 
notices throughout the district 
Should Take Expert's Advise. 

Dr. Boak pointed out that only 
about one-quarter of the Influenza 
cases had been reported. It was 
pointed out, however, that the 
epidemic was not as bad In the less 
thickly populated outside munici¬ 
pality as in the -city. 

"We have the medical health of¬ 
ficer's advice and we should take it 
so we won't have any responsibility 
If anything happens,” said Reeve 
Lockley. 

"Where there Is sickness in the 
family the children should be bar¬ 
red from the. public Schools." 

"The children are far better In 
well ventilated schools than running 
around all day,” said Councillor 
Anderson..
